U.S. officials in Jerusalem have 
asked the government to return 
money taken in the past two months 
from dozens of Americans who are 
residents of the territories, accord- 
|} ing to Foreign Ministry sources. 

The request came after several 
Arab Americans living in the terri- 
tories complained that sums of up to 
$25,000 were confiscated from them 
at Ben-Gurion Airport upon their 
arrival in Israel. 

The funds were seized in accor- 
dance with a Civil Administration 
regulation that was enacted in 
March because of “concern that 
money to finance the uprising will 
come front Palestinian organizations 
abroad,” according to Shmuel 
Goren, the coordinator of activities 
in the territories. Goren said the 
confiscations involve several hua- 
dred thousand dollars. 

By law the Civil Administration 
controls the flow of money into the 
territories. Before the intifada, resi- 
dents of the territories were only

JOHANNESBURG (Reuter) -- 
Four people died and up to 20 were 
injured near Johannesburg on Fri- 
day in the worst bomb attack in 
South Africa this year, police said. 

A spokesman at police headguar- 
ters in Pretoria said four lunchtime 
shoppers, three black men and a 
white woman, were killed by the 
blast at 1:30: p.m. in the satellite 
town of Roodepoort. 

A policeman at the scene said the 
victims were torn apart by the force 
of the explosion. 

Hospital superintendent Dr. Bar- 
rie van Ζγὶ said eight people were 
admitted to the hospital in the town 
about 15 km (10 miles) west of Jo- 
hann and 11 others were 
treated for minor injuries. 

The police spokesman said the 
blast appeared fo have been caused 
by a limpet mine hidden in a rubbish 
bin or a flower box on the street 
comer outside-a branch of the Stan- 
dard Bank. 

Police overturned and emptied

rubbish bins and used sniffer dogs to 
search for further explosives. 

The bomb attack was the fifth in 
two weeks and the most serious 
since March when an explosion 
killed three people, including a po- 
liceman, outside a courthouse in 
nearby Krugersdorp. 

Officials blamed the African Na- 
tional Congress, which has waged a 
bombing and sabotage campaign to 
topple the white-controlled govern- 
ment since the mainly black anti- 
apartheid organization was banned 
in 1961. 

Ten hours after the fatal bomb- 
ing, an explosion shook the heads 
quarters of a volunteer Irish regi- 
ment. Police reported that a bomb 
on the ground floor of the South 
African Trish Regiment headquar- 
ters in downtown Johannesburg 
went off at 11:18 p.m. Friday. The 
regiment is a Citizens’ Force unit of 
the South African Defence Force.

But that could 
mean a majority of 100 to 200 seats, 
because France has switched from 
proportional representation to a 
new winner-take all system of 
voting. 

Under the new system candidates 
winning more than 50 per cent of the 
vote are elected. In districts where 
no candidate achieves 50 per cent, a 
runoff will be held June 12 . 

The system clearly favours large 
parties and hampers smaller ones, 


so the National Front and the Com- 
munists, which each won 35 seats in 
1986, are likely to fall well below the 
30 seats needed to form an official 
political group in the Assembly. 
"The right, which controlled the 
Nationa] Assembly from 1986 until 
last month, seems to have accepted 
a return to opposition. The Social- 
ists, from their commanding posi- 
tion, have talked about opening 
government to non-Socialist partici- 
pation, however large their 
majority.

These halachic mandates, con- 

cluded Riskin, charge schools like 
Midreshet Lindenbaum to educate 
women as religious leaders and to 
foster an atmosphere in which they 
will be accepted. 
IN ONE OF three simultaneous 
study sessions, Dr. Aviva Zorren- 
berg offered an inspiring model for. 
women aspiring to teach Tora. In- 
terweaving biblical references and 
traditional commentaries, her own 
close attention to the text, and such 
sources as Buber, Kafka and Tillich, 
she presented what she called her 
“eccentric” reading of the Book of 
Ruth. 

What emerged was another im- 
portant model: Ruth as a woman of 


great spiritual power, not in the | 


much-debated legal or political 
sense, but in existential, deeply hu- 
™an terms. 

“Ruth discovers the mode called 
hesed, which is the theme of the 
book,” said Zorrenberg. 

Hesed, she explained, is giving in 
Tesponse not so much to another's 
need as to “the not always comfort- 
able will springing up in the self to 
blur the boundaries between the self 
and the world, to nourish and 
share.” . 

Ruth, by charting her course 
through fear and humiliation, em- 
bodies what theologian Ῥαυὶ Tillich 
called “the courage to be" — aware- 
ness and acceptance of life's trage- 
dies and limitations and the ability 
to imagine the possibilities beyond 
them 


Buber observed that every predic- 
tion of disaster holds concealed als 
ternatives, and Ruth's greatness was 
in her ability to seek and enact these 
alternatives. 

Zorrenberg contrasted Ruth's im- 
pulse to perpetuate life with the 
“barren individualism” of the 
“Elimelech syndrome.” 

Elimelech, according to Rashi's 
commentary, took his family to 
Moab during the famine in Bethle- 
hem not because he was starving, 
but because he feared having to 


share his full granaries with the poor 
and scught to avoid “the kind of 
relationship in which the people 
would encroach upon him and di- 
minish his substance.” 

The irony of justice is clear. said 
Zorrenberg. In Moab, Elimelech is 
not only reduced but totally extin- 
guished by his own death and that of 
his sons. 

Ruth - through her acts of hesed - 
reverses this virtual extinction: she 
clings to her mother-in-law. Naomi, 
despite the latter's resistance and 
bitterness, and effects the union 
with Boaz that begets King David's 
grandfather. 


RABBI HAIM BROVENDER, 
the assistant dean of Ohr Torah and 
co-head of Midreshet Lindenbaum, 
discussed the relation between Tora 
study and leadership. Basing his les- 
son on passages from Maimonides 
and Rabbi Nahman of Bratslav, he 
distinguished between two types of 
leadership: that of the judge and 
that of the king. 

‘The judge, he said, is empowered 
to interpret the law, answer specific 
questions, give instructions in spe- 
cific situations (responsa). The king. 
however, operates in the larger con- 
text of the society as a whole, orga- 
aizing its economic, social or educa- 
tional systems and giving djrection 
as to how the individual lives within 
it. 

The king (read executive for to- 
day) bases his decisions not on ἃ 
particular chapter and verse, but 
tather on a broader understanding 
of the principles of the Tora as a 
whole. 

While it has long been accepted 
that women must know some Tora 
in order to keep Tora, said Bro- 
vender, some have said that wom- 
en’s Tora education should be only 
pragmatic — “as engineers of Tora” -- 
and deal with specific questions of 
kashrut, laws of ritual purity, or oth- 
er matters of observance. 

But the aim of Midreshet Linden- 
baum, said Brovender, is to equip 
women to make both decisions in 
their own daily lives and executive 
decisions that effect others in the 
greater context of Tora, and “this 
means learning more and not less.”

We 
will get the bank loans and a new 
dress for the occasion to try to con-

vince our guests that we really 
haven't aged in 13 years. See — we 
can still fit into size 38. The grey 
hairs have been permed into a light, 
fuzzy halo.

As we mothers of 1975 ponder 
menus of kubek and coleslaw, cold 
cuts and salmon, we recall the car 
headlights painted black in October

wounded Yitzhak who still can't 
sleep through the night.

The sport has, however, 
failed to develop on a national level 
over the years, and, with the dearth 
of Mickey Berkowitz-like role mod- 
els to emulate, youths tend to drift 
to basketbail or soccer even in Ri- 
shon, according to Pozner. 

The leading handball fraternities 
come from Eastern-bloc and Scandi- 
navian countries, although, since 
becoming an Olympic sport, the 
game has spread worldwide.

TODAY'S visit to Jerusalem by U.S. Secretary “of State 
George Shultz will be marked by a number of “firsts,” none of 

's credit. First of alt, it will be the shortest . 
visit to Israel by an American secretary of state, as Prime 
Minister Yitzhak Shamir will only have several hours at his 
disposal to meet with Mr. Shultz. 

Mr. Shamir’s official excuse is that he must leave tonight for 
New York to attend the UN assembly session on. disarmament, 
a compelling reason indeed, which. in the prime minister's 
view, makes it impossible to put off the trip even by a day or 
two. As Mr. Shamir did not lose much time to inform Wash- 
ington οἱ his unchangeable travel plans already early last 
month, as soon as Mr. Shultz’s current Middle East visit was 
announced, he clearly meant to dissuade the secretary of state 
from coming here once more in another attempt to rescue his 
hopelessly deadlocked peace initiative. 

That Mr. Shultz could not come here several days earlier 
because of last week's Moscow summit was absolutely clear to 
the prime minister and his advisers. But to the leader of 
Israel's national camp any move that will minimize the chances 
ce conference that must be based on willingness for 
territorial compromise by all parties seems justified. As the 
chief host would not be in town, Mr. Shultz this time made 
Cairo his base of operations for the current Middle East 
shuttle, another “first” since the peace initiative was launched 
four months ago.
